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ST.  VINCENT'S  HOSPITAL. 


St.  Mncent's  Hospital  was  first  organized  in  1875,  when 
a  modest  Hospital  building  was  erected  on  the  south  side  of 
Twenty-fourth  Street,  betAvecn  Sassafras  and  Aiyrtle,  wdiere 
it  continued  its  work  as  an  unincorporated  Association,  until 
December  10,  1894,  when  the  present  corporation  was  charter- 
ed by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Erie  County,  twenty  of 
Erie's  citizens  being  incorporators.  The  purpose  for  wdiich 
it  is  incorporated,  as  set  out  in  the  charter,  is  "The  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  a  public  Hospital  in  the  City  of  Erie, 
and  therein  to  furnish  medical  and  surgical  attendance  and 
nursing  for  the  sick  and  disabled  ;  without  distinction  as  to 
race,  color  or  religion." 

In  compliance  with  this  charter,  it  has  been  and  is  now 
being  conducted  as  a  purely  non-sectarian  Hospital  Associa- 
tion. Bv  a  reference  to  the  reports  herein  contained,  a  fair 
idea  can  l)e  formed  of  the  growth  and  worth  of  the  hospital 
work  being  done;  and  especial  attention  is  called  to  the  amount 
of  charity  work  done. 

The  capacity  of  the  old  hospital  building  having  been  out- 
grown, a  new,  commodious  hospital  building  was  completed 
bv  the  Association,  and  possession  taken  on  the  first  of 
June,  1900.  This  new  building,  an  illustration  from 
a  photograph  which  is  herewith  shown,  is  locatetl  on 
the  east  half  of  the  square  of  ground  in  Erie,  Pa., 
being  between  Twent3'-fourth  and  Twenty-fifth  Streets, 
fronting  Sassafras,  and  is  so  located  and  elevated  as  to 
afford  a  fine  view  of  the  surrounding  town  and  lake  beyond, 
and  to  have  the  benefit  of  pure  air,  free  from  the  noise  and 
turmoil  of  the  city.  The  new  building  is  a  fine  three-story 
l)rick  building,  fully  equipped  with  all  the  latest  appliances, 
heated  with  steam,  which  is  generated  in  the  power  house  and 
laundry  combined,  a  building  separate  and  apart  from  the 
Hospital.    An  adequate  fire  system  has  also  been  installed. 

The  new  Elospital  Building,  if  all  available  space  is  used, 
can  accommodate  over  one  hundred  patients.  A  complete 
telephone  system  has  been  installed,  affording  communication 
between  the  various  wards  and  rooms,  and  everything  is  ar- 
ranged to  meet  the  demands  and  add  to  the  comfort  of  those 
who  require  treatment  therein.  The  basement  is  used  for 
kitchen,  storage  and  other  ])ur])oses.  ( )n  the  first  floor  are  the 
offiices  of  the  Hospital,  the  men's  wards  and  ])ri\ate  rooms  for 


men.  The  second  tloor  .•onlains  llie  wduu-n's  wanl,  \hv  chil- 
dren's ward  and  private  rooms  for  women.  Tlie  third  lloor 
contains  the  <;eneral  operating-  room,  and  the  special  operating 
room     for     tlie      eye     de])artiiK'm.  An     elevator     affords 

easy  access  to  all  lloors  hetween  the  basement  and  the  third 
story. 

The  Hospital  Association  occupies  the  entire  square  of 
ground  hounded  by  Twenty-fourth  and  Twenty-fifth  Streets, 
Sassafras  and  AByrtle  Streets,  in  the  City  of  Erie,  containing 
five  acres,  the  western  half  of  which  has  now  been  laid  out  as 
a  park,  and  numerous  shade  trees  having  been  planted  therein. 

More  than  a  j^assing  thought  should  be  given  to  the  loca- 
tion and  site  of  St.  A'incent's  Hospital.  Occupying  as  it  does 
an  entire  block  of  ground,  containing  nearly  five  acres,  there 
is  an  abundance  of  light  and  air  that  can  never  be  interfered 
with  by  the  erection  of  large  buildings,  or  rendered  undesir- 
able from  the  propincjuity  of  any  disagreeable  features,  and  it 
is  particularly  free  from  the  smoke  nuisance.  Built  on  gravel- 
ly soil,  good  drainage  is  assured,  and  dampness  from  surface 
moisture  is  impossible.  The  Hospital  stands  on  an  elevation 
of  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  feet  above  the  lake,  command- 
ing a  fine  view  in  all  directions,  limited  only  by  the  horizon. 
Thus  coolness  and  comfort  in  the  hot  months  is  assured,  while 
the  complete  modern  system  of  heating  and  ventilating  rend- 
ers the  cold  blasts  of  winter  harmless.  The  building  faces  the 
east,  and  the  portions  devoted  to  the  care  of  the  patients  are 
on  the  east,  west  and  south  sides.  r)Oth  the  wards  and  private 
rooms  receive  the  direct  sunlight  several  hours  every  day,  and 
the  spacious  grounds  furnish  convalescents  an  opportunity  for 
obtaining  fresh  air  and  exercise  without  leaving  the  hospital 
grounds. 

To  have  a  modern  Hospital,  of  the  highest  standard,  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  the  sick  and  injtired,  and  to  have  all 
the  means  and  appliances  and  eciuipment,  together  with  the 
most  modern  methods  known  to  science,  is  the  expressed  aim 
and  desire  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital.  With  this  object 
and  dee're  in  mind,  it  ma}-  be  said  that  St.  Vincent's  Hospital 
is  a  general  Hospital,  in  the  broadest  sense,  and  in  addition, 
the  establishment  of  the  various  special  departments  afifords 
the  afflicted  the  services  of  well-trained  and  skilled  ])hysicians 
in  their  respective  departments. 

During  the  year  1904,  729  people  received  care  and  treat- 
ment offered  by  the  Hospital.  This  number  almost  equals  one 
and  one-fourth  per  cent,  of  the  entire  population  of  the  City  of 
Erie,  and  during  the  past  year  the  business  of  the  Hospital  has 
been  increased  250  to  300  per  cent.  Such  a  growth  speaks  for 
itself. 

The  onlv  thing  in  connection  with  this  magnit'i;ent  insti- 
tution to  regret  is  the  big  del)t  it  has  assumed  and  is  now  oblig- 


o.i  to  can-}' ;  but  the  Association  havin<<-  undertaken  its  Avork, 
will  continue  therein  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  org-anizeJ, 
until  even  this  is  overcon:e.  It  is  hoped  that  the  public  will 
appreciate  the  financial  condition  of  this  worthy  inst'^^ntion, 
and  the  good  work  being-  carried  on,  to  such  an  extent  that  they 
may  feel  able  to  assist  in  removing  at  least  a  part  thereof,  and 
thus  lightening  the  load  that,  the  Association  now  carries.

THE    CHARACTER    OF    WORK    OF    ST.    VINCENT'S 

HOSPITAL. 


Complete  details  as  to  the  cases  treated  in  the  Hospital 
during  the  year  1904,  stating  the  condition  of  the  patient  at 
the  time  of  leaving  the  Hospital,  together  with  a  full  record  of 
all  surgical  operations  performed  during  said  year,  will  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Medical  Board,  on  page  17  herein. 
Attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  complete  report  of  the 
various  special  examinations  made  in  the  Hospital  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  early  and  positive  detection  of  obscure  cases,  such 
as  typhoid  fever,  consumption,  diseases  of  the  blood,  etc. 
These  special  examinations  are  a  portion  of  the  regular  work 
of  St.  Vincent's  Hospital.  The  direct  management  and  care 
of  the  sick  is  in  charge  of  a  number  of  physicians  who  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  Trustees,  consulting  physicians  and  surgeons, 
attending  physicians  and  surgeons,  and  specialists  in  charge 
of  their  respective  departments,  a  pathologist,  dental  surgeon, 
and  two  resident  physicians,  the  latter  two  residing  in  the  Hos- 
pital, and  are  always  at  hand  to  care  for  a  patient  on  admission 
to  the  Hospital.  The  Medical  Board  of  the  Hospital  is  com- 
posed of  the  physicians  appointed  by  the  Trustees,  excepting 
the  two  resident  physicians.  The  entire  care  and  treatment 
of  the  sick,  as  well  as  the  nursing,  is  under  the  charge  and  di- 
rections of  this  Medical  Board. 

The  details  of  the  nursing  of  ])atients  is  under  the  imme- 
diate supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School 
for  Xurses.  The  Training  School  is  incorporated  in  and  forms 
an  important  and  essential  part  of  the  Hospital  work.  For  a 
more  specific  account  of  this  department,  see  the  report  on 
page  15.  herein. 

The  Trustees  are  constantly  planning  and  striving  to  add 
to  the  Hospital  and  its  equipment  everything  that  can  benefit 
and  aid  the  afl^licted.  Unfortunately  the  means  available  for 
this  purpose  are  far  from  what  they  should  be.  At  the  present 
time  St.  \' incent's  Hospital  is  com]iletely  cqiiip]:)ed  for  the  care 


aiul  treatment  nl'  all  ^ases  seekiiii;'  relief  within  it>  \\all>.  In 
addition  to  the  inaj^niticent  operating  room,  there  is  the  speeial 
operating  roe~tni  for  nse  in  operating  (in  the  eve,  and  at  present 
a  large  ward  is  in  ])re])aration  fur  the  exclusive  treatment  of 
diseases  of  the  eye.  This  ward,  with  its  adjacent  and  connect- 
ing rooms  that  can  be  used  ior  dark  rooms  as  rerpiircd,  will 
greatly  increase  the  facilities  for  those  sitrt'ering  from  any 
malady  or  injury  to  the  eye. 

Arrangements  are  in  progress  for  the  construction  and  in- 
stallation of  s]^ecial  ajijiaratus  for  the  use  of  the  X-ray  and 
other  light  rays.  It  is  constructed  especially  with  reference  to 
the  needs  and  requirements  of  the  Hospital,  both  for  examina- 
tions and  as  a  remedial  measure.  The  employment  of  these 
rays  from  the  electric  current  has  pro\-en  of  the  greatest  \alue 
in  many  cases  heretofore  considered  hopeless,  especially  in 
cancer  too  far  advanced  to  permit  any  operation  that  could 
possibly  effect  a  cure. 


HOW  TO  BE  ADMITTED  TO  THE  HOSPITAL. 


An  person  sutTering  from  any  serious  illness  or  injury  re- 
quiring immediate  surgical  operation  or  medical  assistance 
are  admitted  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.  All  others  are 
admitted  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  regard- 
ing the  admission  of  patients,  an  extract  of  which  will  be 
found  on  page  27  of  this  report.  It  is  desirable  that  the  Hos- 
pital authorities  be  notified  in  advance  of  the  probable  arrival 
of  any  case  requiring  immediate  attention,  so  every  prepara- 
tion may  be  made  for  the  case.  Both  the  Bell  and  ^lutual  tele- 
phones can  be  used  to  communicate  with  the  Hospital  from 
any  portion  of  the  city  or  surrounding  country.  There  are  a 
number  of  excellent  private  ambulances  in  the  City  of  Erie, 
one  of  which  can  always  be  secured.  They  are  ex]:)ressly  fitted 
up  and  equipped  for  the  transportation  of  the  sick,  and  are 
even  heated  in  cold  weather.  The  charge  for  the  use  of  an  am- 
bulance to  transport  a  patient  to  the  Hospital  is  three  dollars. 
As  an  accommodation,  the  authorities,  when  requested,  will  en- 
gage an  ambulance  to  meet  any  train,  or  bring  any  patient  to 
the  Hospital.  In  so  doing,  however,  they  assume  no  responsi- 
bility in  thus  engaging  the  ambulance  ;  the  charges  therefor 
must  be  paid  by  the  party  using  it.  All  inquiries  regarding  the 
Hospital,  admission  of  patients,  etc.,  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Superintendent,  St.  Vincent's  Hospital.  Erie.  Pa.,  and  will 
meet  a  prompt  reply.  Communications  can  also  be  addressed 
to  anv  member  of  the  ^ledical  P.oard. 


The  accessibility  of  St.  A'incent's  Hospital  is  striking.  At 
a  distance  of  but  one  block  each  to  the  east,  south  and  west  are 
the  electric  cars  of  the  city  line  and  two  of  the  suburban  lines. 
The  station  of  the  steam  roads  entering  the  city  is  but  a  short 
distance  from  the  Hospital,  and  the  streets  between  the  same 
are  smooth  and  well  paved. 


THE  YEAR'S  WORK. 


The  year  1904  has  been  a  great  year  for  St.  Vincent's 
Hospital,  the  number  of  patients  treated,  729,  being  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  institution.  The  following  are  some  of 
the  things  accomplished  during  the  year  : 

The  machinery  for  the  full  equipping  and  completion  of 
the  laundry,  in  the  second  story  of  the  power  and  heating  plant 
was  dulv  installed,  at  a  cost  of  nearly  two  thousand  dollars, 
and  is  now  doing  the  work  of  the  Hospital  at  a  less  cost  and 
in  more  satisfactory  manner  than  ever  before. 

All  the  halls,  corridors,  and  the  parlor  in  the  new  Hospi- 
tal building,  were  decorated  in  oil,  nothing  having  been  done 
to  the  walls  since  the  erection  of  the  building,  until  this  year. 

Through  the  kindness  and  liberality  of  the  Germer  family, 
the  children's  ward  of  the  new  Hospital  building,  now  known 
as  the  "Germer  Ward  for  Children,'"  has  been  furnished  in  a. 
most  complete  and  elal)orate  manner.  This  has  been  done  by 
the  members  of  the  Germer  family,  in  memory  of  their  father, 
who  was  one  of  the  Incorporators,  and  a  good  friend  of  the 
Hospital. 

Commencing  with  July  i,  1904,  the  first  Resident  Physi- 
cian assumed  his  duties  in  the  Hospital.  An  Assistant  Resi- 
dent Physician,  whose  term  will  begin  July  ist,  1905,  has  been 
provided  ;  and  this  enables  the  Hospital  to  have  a  legally  quali- 
fied physician  residing  in  the  Hospital  building  at  all  times. 

The  new  Pathological  Laboratory  has  been  fitted  up  with 
all  the  latest  ap])liances  necessary  for  examinations  of  every 
description. 

The  s])ecial  o]X'rating  room  for  the  eye  department  has 
also  been  fully  installed  on  the  third  floor,  adjoining  the  main 
operation  room,  where  the  specialists  of  the  staff  of  the  Hospi- 
tal are  now  prepared  to  meet  the  re(|uirements  of  the  Hospital 
in  the  special  department  which  heretofore  has  been  lacking, 
and  an  ophthalmic  ward  for  patients  of  this  kind  is  now  being 
arranged  for. 

With  the  great  assistance  of  the  Chief  of  Staff',  Dr.  J.  H. 
Montgomery,   the   corporators   and   Trustees   adopted   a   com- 
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pK'tc  set  of  ruU's  and  rc\n"ulatiiMis  for  \hv  llos])ilal,  cox'crintj 
o\cry  (U'partiiuMU  llicrcof,  unckT  which  ihf  work  of  the  llos])i- 
tal  is  now  heini;'  carried  on  in  a  s_\sleinalic,  orderly  ami  effi- 
cient manner. 

A  lari^'e  addition  has  heen  macU'  to  tlu'  lil)rar\  of  ihe 
Ilosi)ital,  \vhi:h  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Trustees  and  the 
nianai^ement  to  still  further  increase  in  the  future,  as  the  funds 
of  the  Hospital  will  permit. 

With  the  ser\-ices  of  our  Resident  Secretary,  the  records 
of  the  Hospital  are  now  ke])t  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner,  a 
com]-)lete  detailed  statement  of  all  ailments  treated,  and  the  re- 
sult thereof  as  made  ])y  the  Medical  Hoard,  is  ke])t  of  e\-ery 
transaction,  and  the  financial  records  of  tl:e  Hospital  can  at 
any  time  be  referred  to  for  any  information  rei^ardini^  the 
financial  management  of  the  same. 

The  Hospital  has  sustained  in  1904  a  great  loss  in  the 
death  of  two  of  its  charter  incorporators.  The  Honorable 
Walter  Scott  was  an  incorporator.  Trustee  and  President  of 
the  Board,  from  the  incorporation  of  the  Hospital  to  the  time 
of  his  death.  His  time,  his  energy,  aud  his  means,  were  always 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Hospital,  and  in  his  death  the  institution 
has  sustained  a  great  loss.  Cieorge  Carroll,  Esc|.,  one  of  the 
oringinal  incorporators,  also  passed  away  this  year.  He  had 
been  of  great  benefit  to  the  Hospital,  particularly  during  the 
construction  of  the  new  building,  as  his  experience  greatly 
assisted  in  the  construction  thereof.  He  was  a  great  friend 
of  the  Hospital,  and  his  loss  will  be  felt  by  the  institution. 

The  reports  following  will  ftirnish  detailed  information  as 
to  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  both  as  regards  its  patients  and 
its  finances.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  from  vear 
to  year,  is  e\'idence  that  ours  is  a  growing  institution,  and  the 
amount  of  charity  work  that  is  being  done  ought  to  commend 
St.  Vincent's  Hospital  to  the  charitably  disposed  people  of 
Erie,  in  such  a  manner  that  they  wdll  respond  to  the  financial 
needs  of  the  institution,  which  are  very  great.

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EXTRACTS    FROM    RULES    REGULATING   THE    AD- 
MISSION OF  PATIENTS. 


Patients  suffering"  from  any  severe  illness,  or  accident,  re- 
quiring immediate  Hospital  care,  shall  be  received  in  the  Hos- 
pital at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night,  provided  such  a  patient  is 
not  suifering  from  any  contagious  disease. 

All  other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  the  hours  of 
9  a.  m.  and  5  p.  m.  They  shall  apply  at  the  Hospital  in  per- 
son, and  if  found  proper  cases  for  Hospital  care,  after  examina- 
tion by  the  Attending  Physician,  or  by  any  member  of  the 
Medical  Board,  they  shall  at  once  be  admitted  to  the  proper 
department,  and  the  Attending  Phvsician  immediatelv  noti- 
fied. 

If  a  patient  desiring  admission  is  imable  to  present  him- 
self at  the  Hospital  for  examination,  he  may  be  visited  at  his 
home  by  one  of  the  ]\'Iedical  Board,  (preferably  the  Attending 
Physician  on  duty).  If  the  applicant  is  one  which  requires 
Hospital  care,  the  physician  making  the  examination,  shall 
g'ive  the  patient  a  written  request  for  admission,  as  provided 
for  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  the  ?\redi::al 
Board.  Also  the  presentation  of  a  written  statement  from  the 
former  physician  of  the  patient,  stating  the  diagnosis,  or  the 
chief  symptoms  of  the  illness  shall  serve  to  admit  the  patient 
without  further  examination. 

All  applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  residing  be- 
yond the  city  limits,  must  be  accompanied  bv  a  certificate  of 
the  Physician,  then  in  attendance,  stating  fullv  the  nature  and 
probable  duration  of  the  disease,  and  the  responsibility  of  the 
patient,  or  others,  to  pay  the  Hospital  charges,  which  certifi- 
cate, together  with  the  application,  shall  be  referred  to  the  at- 
tending Physician  on  duty.  He  shall  endorse  the  application 
and  certificate,  and  request  the  Superintendent  to  make  suit- 
able reply.  He  shall  hand  the  papers  to  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Hospital,  stating  the  nature  of  his  reply  and  his  opin- 
ion as  to  the  propriety  of  admitting  the  patient  to  the  Hospital. 

No  person  suffering  from  any  disease,  such  as  Smallpox, 
Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  ATeasles,  Whooping  Cough,  ]\Tumps, 
Chicken-Pox,  Erysipelas,  Septicaemia  or  Pvaemia.  or  any 
other  disease  that  might  be  contracted  bv  patients  already  in- 
mates, shall  be  admitted.  All  such  cases  must  be  isolated,  if 
temporarv  treatment  is  necessary,  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
City  of  Erie,  be  notified  at  once,  and  be  requested  to  remove 
the  patient  without  delay. 

No  patient  shall  be  refused  admittance  to  the  Hospital, 
unless  he  has  been  examined  by  two  or  more  of  the  "Medical 
Staff,  who  shall  state  that  he  is  not  a  proper  case  for  admis- 
sion. 
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EXTRACT  FROM   RULES  OF  HOSPITAL 
Regarding  Admission  of  Applicants  to  Training  School  for  Nurses. 


Applicants  wishing-  to  enter  the  school  must  make  formal 
application  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training-  School. 
The  applicant  should  send  with  the  application  blank  a  letter 
g-iving  a  concise  and  complete  account  of  educational  advan- 
tages which  she  has  enjo3'ed,  and  the  manner  in  which  her 
life  has  been  spent ;  also  a  testimonial  as  to  character  from  a 
clerg-yman  and  a  certificate  from  her  medical  attendant  that 
she  is  in  good  health.  Women  of  superior  education  and  re- 
finement will  be  given  preference.  No  credit  will  be  allowed 
for  work  done  in  other  training-  schools. 

Uniform  of  Nurses  of  the  Training  School  of  St.  Vin- 
cent's Hospital  as  described  by  the  Superintendent : 

Dress — Dark  blue  gingham. 

Aprons — Plain  sheeting,  with  bib  and  straps  to  shoulders. 
Cuffs — Same  materials  as  aprons  almost  to  elbows. 
Caps — Round,    with    narrow    ruching,     material    Indian 
linen. 

A  probationary  period  of  three  months  shall  be  served 
by  all  applicants  for  the  course.  The  Training-  School  Com- 
mittee reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  applicant. 

The  course  shall  consist  of  three  years'  service  and  in- 
struction, to  be  arranged  by  the  Training  School  Committee. 

Each  nurse  shall  have  a  half  day  in  each  week  from  1:30 
p.  rn.,  for  recreation,  and  on  other  days  will  have  one  or  two 
hours  (as  Hospital  duties  may  permit)  for  out-of-door  exercise 
or  diversion.  On  Sunday,  at  least  time  for  one  church  service 
will  be  allowed. 

All  nurses  are  granted  two  weeks'  vacation  in  each  year  ; 
for  other  time  lost,  deduction  may  be  made  from  their  monied 
allowance. 
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
